| Need not ſpend any Time jn diſplaying the Uſeful- 


neſs and Excellency of Plalmody, or finging the 

Praiſes of GO D in divine Compoſures. This has 

been often done to good Purpſe, and my Limits wilt 
not allow any further Eſſay on that Head : We find it 
recommended by the Practice of devout Men, in very 
early Ages of the Church; as appears from the Hymnus, 
Songs recorded in Scripture, as Deut. XV. 32: 
Judg; v. Oc. and from the whole Book of Pſalms, maſt- 
ly compoſed by David, that ſweet Pſalmiſt of Iſrael, 
2 Sam. XXiuL 1. T7 certain it was a ſtated, and a 
very confiderable Part of their publick Worſhip, under 
the old Teftament :- And what Proviſion was made for | 
the more ſolemn and pompous Performance of it at that 
ime, is known,. and muft not here be conſidered. 
Nor can it with any Reaſon be thought a ceremonial | 
rvice, and peculiar to the Jewiſh State: We have both 
Yecept and Practice for it in the new Teſtament, Col. 
ii, 16. Eph. v. 19. Jam. v. 13. CHRIST ſung a

15s weh I took upon 
as no obſcure Inti mation, t ſalmody Hould remain 
4 ſolemm Part of Chriſtian Worſhip, as it had been o 
the Jewiſh heretofore. 
In how great Requeſt it was among the. . Chriſtians, 
in the following Ages of the Church, their Hiftory in- 
forms ws. * Chryloſtome recommends it at proper at 
Meals; Whereas, ſays he, the Devil lays Snares for 
Men, at the Time of their Eating and Drinking, they 
ought to fortify themſelves, both before and after their 
Meals, by fingeng of Pſulms; and when they riſe from 
the Table with their Families, ſing ſacred Hymns to 
GOD. To the ſame purpoſe Clemens Alexand. Pſalm 
and Hymns, ( ſays he) are a proper Sacrifice to GOD, 
at the Time of our Meals, and before we go to Bed, 
Stromat. Lib. 7. and in many other Places. And fo 
much were, even the ordinary Sort of Chriftians delight- 
ed in this ſort of Exerciſe, that, as Theodoret tells w 
in his Preface to the Beok of Palms, Tho' they knew 
little of other Books of Scripture, could entertain 
and recreate themſelves with the Pſalms of David, 
both in their own Houſes, and when they went a 
broad. f Jerome ſairh, One could not go into the 

Fields but they ſhould hear the Mowers, Vine-dreſſers, 
and Plowmen ſinging of Pſalms. And tis ſaid of 
Theodoſius the younger, That riſing early every Morn- 
ing, he, together with his Siſters, ſung Pſalms or 
Praiſes unto G O D. In Hort, it was the daily Employ- 
| | ment 
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ment religious Perſons. This Exerciſe, ſays the 
learned Dr. Hammond, made up a very great Part 
of the Chriſtian's Devotions, both in the publick 
Aſſembly, and more 8 in the Family, in their 
Retirements in the Cloſet, and in the waking Beds. 
The Fathers oſ the Church aſſure — That ſor thoſe that 
liv'd in ſeculo (the Men of Buſineſs) Pſalmody was the 
conſtant Att t, ſometime of their Meals, general- 
ly of their Buſineſs, in the Shop, and in the Field; 
That they learn'd the whole Rook of Pſalms by 2 
and perſevered thro their Whole Lite in ſinging o 

Pſalms: That whereas the Cuſtom of the World had 
taught all to deceive. the weariſomeneſs, or. length of 


Bulineſs (to leſſen the Trouble of it) by any kind of 


Singing, G OD had provided Chriſtians Pfalms for. 
their Pleaſure and Profit together; that whilſt they 
did in appearance but ſing (like others) they ſhould 
really be inſtructed and improved in their Souls. | 

It can be no Queſtion with thoſe, who haue ever dipe. 
into theſe Matters, and know any Thing of the pri mi- 
tive Church, whether they ſung Palms in their Aſſem- 
blies : A Man that would do Juſtice here, ſhould rather. 
make an Apology for their employing ſo much of their 
T ime in Singing, than go about to prove they ſung at all. 
That of Pliny, in his Letter to Trajan the Emperour,, 
concerning their Hymni antelucani, the Hymns they 
ſung before Day (their Aſſemblies, by reaſon of Perſe- 
cution, being often held in the Night) us well known... 


Juſtin Martyr tells us, they us'd in their Congregations, 


| Carmen Chriſto tanquam Deo dicere ſecum invicem, 
to ſing a Hymn to CHRIST. as unto GOD. 

But I need not ſtand to prove that they ſung; 1. 
more material to my Purpoſe to enguire what they ſung ;, 
and I think it evident, they did not confine themſelves 
to inſpir'd Hymns, but ſometimes i'd others of human 
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Compoſure: Auſtin made an Hymn, in imitation 
the cxix. Plalth, for the ſervice of Chriſtians in FA 
Day, and divided it into ſo many Parts, according to 
the order the Letters in the Hebrew Alphabet; 
each Part having its 12 Letter at the head of it. 
Hilary and Ambroſe made ſeveral Hymns: Their 
Morning Hymn, and no doubt the Hynm co CHRIST 
that Juſtin Martyr rakes notice of, were of human 
Compoſure. Tertullian's Teftimony in bis Apotogetich is 
expreſs; way of Perſons finging in their Aſſemblies, 
de Scripturis ſacris vel proprio Ingenio ; either out of 
the boly 3 or from their own Invention. Dio- 
nyſtns of Alexandria cormmends Nepos for the many 
Pfalms and Hymns he composr'd, with which _ of 
the Brethren were greatly delighted. Indeed the Coun- 
til of Laodicea (Canon 59.) forbids the reciting of pri- 
vate Hymns in the Church, Brut if the Prohibition re- 
fers at all to this Matter ( 4s ſome think it does not, 
but reſpects the publick reading Apocryphal, Uncanonical 
Pſalms and other Books) the reaſon for it, its likely, 
was ſome particular Abuſe of this Liberty (the ſinging 
human Compoſures in the Church) at that Time : They 
might have too great a Fondneſs for their private Hymns, 
negletting the Scripture Hymns; or ſuch might be brought 
into the publick Worſhip, by the Forwardneſi of unskil- 
ful Men, as were thought unſuitable to the End propo- 
ſed by them: But upon whatever Reaſon this Council 
proceeded in their Reſtraint, tis certain that human 
Hymns were generally ſung in their Aſſemblies; this 
very Canon ſuppoſes it, and the Prattice of the Church 
abundantly confirms it, We find the 4th Council of To- 
ledo, when ſome Exceptions were made againſt the 
mbroſe, not only approves the 
Uſe of them, but threatned to Excommunicate any that 
ſhould reject them. N 1

Hr adds, As frequent Singing 
was more remarkably the Praftice of the Proteſtants 
in France, ſo thoſe Events are too memorable to be 
ealily forgot, which Mounſieur Furien relates (in the 
7th-Paſtoral Letter, Vol. 1ſt.) concerning Voices heard 
inthe für (doth in the City of Orthez in Bearn, and 
ene) to fing Palms; ſoon after the publick

France, by the infamous Revocation of the Edict of 
Nantz. If this.be Fact (and the Author produces a

Accordingly we are oblig'd by our holy Calling, and 
oar many great Intereſts, to take ſome ant of thoſe 
celeſtial Joys in this lower Kingdom of Heaven, and 
to ſpend no inconſiderable Part of our preſent Lives, in 
this moſt bleſſed and holy Employment; wherein allo 
thoſe Angels, which ſhall then be our Precentors, are 
here pleas'd to follow and attend our Motions, and in- 
viſibly to aſſiſt in thoſe Quires, where they can find 
meet Company, the Hearts, the pure and whole Hea 
the Spirits and inflam'd Affections, and Voices of 
PSALMODISTS. And if Angels are not only em- 
ploy d in ſuch Service in their higher State, but emtertain'd 
with our imperſeſt Eſſays in it here below, bow much 
ſhould it endear it row? In ſhort, a Worſhipping frame 
of Soul, a Mind accuſtom d to ſolemn Madorations of 
GOD, turd for all the Parts of religions Devotion, e- 
ſpecially for Love, Praiſe, Gratitude, as it carries in it 
the moſt lively foretafte of Heaven, ſo (other Qualifi- 
cations ſuppos'd, as they are imply'd in the Temper) us 
one of the beſt Preparations for it. 

And indeed nothing can be 4 more certain mark 
of excluſion from Heaven, than the Temper of thoſe 
that live utterly eſtrang d from the Pleaſures of Wor- 

4, Hip; 
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Hip; that have no ability for it, no delight in it; that 
oe reprobate to the great and good Work, the bigh and Wl 
= angelick Service of Praiſe. Multitudes of ſuch there 
| are, uſurping the Chriſtian Name, who ſeem to place 
their entire Happineſs in fleſbly Gratifications, Eating, 
Drinking, Sporting, &c. and can reliſh no Pleaſures but 
ſuch as are derived thro' their Senſes. I know not but the 
Soul of a Monkey, in a Body arganiz'd as theirs, might 
ſerve all the Purpoſes they do, and be capable of all the 
Funtt ions and Pleaſures of their low, and merely animal 
Lafe. But as theſe are Senſual, not having the Spirit, 
"ts certain they belong not to the Body of Chrift, that 
glorious diuine Society of which he ts Head, both of Go- 
dern ment and vital Influence. The genuine Members 
f the Chriſt ian Peculium and Church, as they are defign'd 
For a State of perſect Purity, of everlaſting Praiſe and 
Love lireaſter; ſo they have the Foundation laid of 
that Happineſs, in the preſent Temper of their Minds.

Not that all Religion is to be plac'd in Devotion; 
much leſs in the outward Forms of it : No pretences to 
that will avail without a regular good Life. Tho a Maa 
attend all ſorts of divine Offices, and abound in Recita- 
tions of them, as the Manner of ſame is, be never ſo 
' punttual or conftant in all the Formula's of this or that 
Church, yet if he be Immoral, under the power and go- 
vernment of #orrupt and vicious Paſſions, he is no ap- 
proved Worſhipper of GO D, nor will be accepted of him, 
|  Pfal. xv. On the other Hand, no Decorum, or Regu- 
„ larity of outward Behaviour, and in homolitical Ver- 
tues, is ſufficient to denominate any one a Chriſtian, that 
is deſtitute of the Spirit of Devotion, that has no Heart 
for M orſbip, no Frame that ſuits it; knows nothing of il 
the refin'd, ſublime Pleaſures of Intercourſe with the ſu- Wl 
preme Being, the great paternal Spirit. We ſhould re- 
member the Goſpel teaches us, not only to live ſoberly, = 
and righteou/ly,but godlily in this preſent World, N 1 „ = 
of : 
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both an holy Life, and an holy devout Frame are included 
in the Character of a true Chriftian. 

] have already exceeded the bounds Decency ought 
to fix to a Preface to ſo ſmall a Hort; and therefore 
muſt not give Directions touching the Manner of Sing- 
ing, and tis leſs neceſſary, ſince they often accur in Pra- 
ical Diſcourſes. The main requiſite to the Diſchare 
of this Duty, 1s, A devout Frame of Mind. We are to 
fing With Grace in the Heart to the LO X D, Col. iii. 
16. [can by no means fall in with the Humour of thoſe 
that are (very injuriouſly, 1think) for confining this and 
other Texts, to the extraordinary Gifts of the Apoſtolick 
Age; as if by Grace was only meant the Chariſma, or 
Afflatus, by which ſome compos'd Hymns at that Time. 
Chriſtians ( to the end of the World) are to ſing with 
Grace in their Hearts; (i. e.) with Underſtanding, 
Faith, Reverence, Hope, Joy, &c. W hich Graces in 
Exerciſe, conſtitute that devout ſolemn Frame, which is 
the Life of Pſalmody. 

Several Things tend to promote ſuch a Frame; As the 
ſuitableneſs of the Matter, whether of the Plalm or 
Hymn : All Subjects, tho Divine, are not alike proper 
to kindle the Flame of Devotion, and therefore à prudent 
Choice is to be made: And then the Manner of the Com- 
poſure has its Influence. T bat Poetry which aſſiſts true 
Devotion, I reckon muſt be grave and ftrong, not flat 
and dul; and vet not too gay and florid, ſet off with 
all the LuXuriattties of Fancy and Embelliſhments of 
Art. In a word, it muſt ſavour more of the Spirit than the 
Muſe. The Fathers ſometimes complain of a fondneſs inPeo- 
ple for Tunes, Meaſures, and Rules of Art, and a vain 
Curiqſity, as they call'd it, in Singing; which they thought 


reſembled the Theatre, and ſavour'd of the Corruption 
and Effeminacy of ſecular Muſick, tending to pleaſe the 
Ear, without raiſing the Aﬀettions. Indeed a decency © 
in the Performance of this Duty, ſhould always be pre- 
ſerved; and no queſtion to ſome, the Niceties of Poetryof

Tunet, &c. may be belgſul; but to mat, I'm afraid, 
they are rather a Snare f 115 much attention to i; ex- 
ferior Ornaments, are apt to det ain the Mind from that 
which is its chief Buſineſs, and of greateſt Importance. 
Such T bings, I grant, may raiſe a ſuperficial Affection, 
like a Tone in Praying, Preaching, &c. but this « rather 
animal and mechanical Afection, than rational and di- 
vine ; and therefore we Id be cautions, that we do 
not ſuffer our ſelves to be cheated by them. St. Auſtin * 
acknowledges himſelf to have been faulty in this reſpect, 
Amplus Cantus ( ſays he) quam Res que canitur moveat ; 
poenaliter me peccare conſiteor; I was more talen 
with the Sound and Muſick; than with the Matter; J 
confeſs my great Offence herein. 
But that which u of chief Account here, is the Aſſ- 


dance and Iafluence of the Paraclete; we are to pray,

- Fit fill preſent with good Men, as well as at the firft
